iLady Joly, and then the carriage pro- 
ceeded to the government buildings, 
where a formal call was made on tho 
Premier and members of the govern- 
ment, and then the party went through 
the government buildings, being much, 
impressed with the architectural and 
other beauties of that stately pile. The 
museum was also visited, and highly- 
pleased the royal party. On the return, 
from the drive the Prince was present- 
ed with a special copy of '■Picturesque- 
Victoria," the Tourist Association pub- 
lication, bound in purple and with a spe- 
cial page inserted, bearing an inscription 
noting the occasion on which it was pre- 
sented. 

Last night the Prince and party were- 
entertained nt dinner at Government 
House by His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, ail the members of the suite 
being present, and after this function, 
the royal party returned to the Driard 
and were driven thence to the outer 
docks, where they embarked on the 
steamer Empress of China, which will 
bear them Westward to Yokohama, 
where they spend a short time before- 
continuing mi to Siam. The Empress of 
IChinn did not sail until about 1:30 this 
morning, the steamer being delayed, 
among other reasons to prevent her sail- 
ing on Monday. The superstitious man 
in the Occident does not like to sail 
from port on a Friday; "with the Orien- 
tal it is different. Monday is tho un- 
lucky day. and the voyage began on 
Tuesday morning in consequence. 
FROM PRINCE TO BEGGAR. 

ll is nine years since the Crown 
Prince trod the gilded iloors of Bang- 
kok's palaces. Por nine years he has 
been educated at the British centres of 
learning, and now, with all the eclut 
and style that royalty is given, he has 
been touring this continent. To-day be 
is the Prince, and lie will lie the Prince 
until shortly after his royal father. 
Chulalongkorn I., welcomes him home 
again. Then for a period this amiable 
young prince id' the royal house of Siam 
will discard his royal raiment, his head 
will be shaved, and he will be given a 
cast-off yellow robe by one of Buddha's 
priests. ' Then commences the ordeal of 
sidf-denia! which Southern Buddhist? 
demand of all men. and more especially 
of princes, in memory of Sakija Mourn" 
ami the great renunciation. 

In the presence of his royal father, 
the next Lord of the White Elephant 
will have his head shaved, and then the 
King will bid him to be gone, with 
naught but the yellow robe to cover his 
nakedness, and the begging bowl in bis 
hand, that he may show that he is 
worthy of membership in the brother- 
hood of men who help those who are 
necslv and console those who are afflict- 
ed. ' 

For days the Crown Prince, so fresh 
from royal banquets and republican 
junketing, will plod the dusty roads and 
puddle the felonies of the great city, beg- 
ging, with outstretched arms and 
wooden bowl, his daily rice. And when 
tlio sun sinks and he returns to the- 
wat or -temple upon whose hard floor he 
needs must Sleep; it will not be to gorge 
himself wiih the food his prayers have 
secured, In every temple there are a 
number of permanent pensioners, and 
then the casuals who drop in— those 
must nil " -lie 'fed by the Prince, as well

The work 
of construction will be commenced as soon 
as the necessary legislation can be se- 
cured from parliament. The line will ex- 
tend from North Hay or Graveirhurst, on 
the present line, through that portion of 
Northern Ontario familiarly known as New 
Ontario through Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan Assiniboia. Alberta, via Peace river, 
or Hnu river passes, and through British 
Columbia to either Bute Inlet or Tort 
Simpson, on the Pacific coast,' as may be 
determined later on. 

Like Hie Grand Trunk Western railway, 
extendhi" from Port Huron on the Detroit 
river lo Chicago, this new line will be 
constructed under a separate corporate 
name lo lie "The Grand Trunk Pacific It -i i 1 - 
way 'company," and will be of the most 
modern ami up-to-date character, having tn 
view especially, low grades, long tangents, 
steel bridges, heavy rails, etc., as well as 
ample station facilities and equipment for 
the handling of both freight and passenger 
ibusluess, In ract. the road will lie ot the 
highest standard in every respect. 

The project. It Is said, may even stretch 
out Into something vaster than 1s here out- 
lined because when the Paelll >:ist Is 

reached the company will find Itself In need 
or a line of steamers for the purpose of 
trade with the orient. Such steamers will 
no donlvl be provided In due time, but that 
Is ms .vet a matter for the future. It is 
understood that the Grand Trunk is of the? 
opinion that llieie Ik plenty id' room for 
three roads across the great West, and Unit 
the rapid Influx of population will soon 
create traffic for them all. The line will 
run cousidexahlv north of the route of the 
C P It. and will thus serve the needs of 
a country which is known to be rich and 
which Is' attracting large numbers of set- 
tlers. The new road will be capitalized 
Ml from S7.~.,ikiO. (XX) to SlOO.OOO.ooo. The 
road is expected to be completed In about 
the years.

I port side. It showed bad seam

tempt to eiowd inside of the 
iCity, as she was nearest to the 
1 and, in fact, only about 1,000 feet off. 
' There wus a clear, open channel to port, 
and the Trader violated the Rules and 
Regulations by attempting to pass in- 
side. Capt. Parsona should have given 
the port signal and passed outside. 

"This places the responsibility for tho 
collision upon '.ha muster of the steamer 
Trader, yet had Ca,nt. Edwards, of the 
Capital City, acted promptly under rule

was staked for a distance of over ten

I nm safe ill stating thut legitimate 
assessment work has not been perform- 
ed on one-tenth of the claims which 
had been located and recorded in '07. I 
think when a free miner stakes a claim, 
having a full year in which to do the 
assessment work, if he stakes a second 
one In the enmo district, lie should only 
bo allowed six months in which to do 
the assessment work, and if a third, 
s:iy three months. This would prevent
